Your committee are aware of complaints being made as to 
the desirability of placing the memorial in the spot given, but 
our jurisdiction to this matter is restricted to answering the 
question of authority. 

We do believe that other desirable locality could be pro- 
cured, but that is a subject which we leave to the judgment of 
the Legislature.

We find that a steam laundry is much needed in Honolulu 
and will be a great convenience to the through lines of steam- 
ships that make short stoppages at this port. 

We would recommend that section 1 of the bill be amended 
to read as follows: 

"Section 1. The Minister of Interior, with the approval 
of the Executive Council, may issue to any person, partnership, 
SP Goppenatiens a license to erect, maintain and operate a 
steam laundry within the city of Honolulu, vpon such conditions 


as to location and otherwise as shall he set forth in the license.

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CONCURRENT RESOLUTION, 
Senator Brown from the Judiciary Committee presented the 
following Concurrent Resolution in accordance with the previous 


action of the Senate: 


BE IT RESOLVED: - That it is the sense of the Lerislature 
of the Republic of Hawaii that the occupation of a certain por- 
tion of Union Square in the city of Honolulu, Island of Oahu, 
by a memorial fountain will be an obstruction to the public 
use of said square, and be it further 

RESOLVED: ~ That a copy of this Concurrent Resolution 


be furnished to the Executive. 
On motion the resolution was adopted. 


Senator Brown presented the following report: 

"The Judiciary Committee to whom was referred Senate Bill 
27, report as follows: 

The object of the bill is to confine all proceedings for 
the probate of wills and matters relating to the appointment of 
Executors and the like, and the partition of real estate in the 
Circuit where the real estate is situated or where the person 
whose will is sought to be probated resided before death; under 
the existing law, the Circuit Court of the First Circuit has 


also jurisdicticn; this Act takes it away, as well as the juris- 
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diction of the First Circuit in all civil causes given by Sec- 
tion 39. 

This law if enacted will have the effect of relieving the 
Circuit Court of the First Circuit from a great number of causes 
brought for trial here in Honolulu, and will give more work to 
the Judges of the other Circuits. The Judges now of the First 
Circuit have all the work that they can possibly attend to, and 
cases have been accumulating and awaiting trial to such an ex- 
tent that the question of a third Judge for this Circuit has 
been seriously and strongly urged. 

The first Section of the bill in relation to bankruptcy 
this committee do not recommend pass, as it would necessitate 
the presence of every merchant wishing to commence involuntary 
proceedings against debtors residing on the other islands in 
the Circuit where the debtor resides, as bonds have to be given 
in such cases, and for the further reason that the First Cir- 
cuit is the center of trade of the Islands, and in cases of 
bankruptcy action is generally taken with as little delay as 
possible. 

We therefore recommend that in Section 1 the first sub- 
division numbered "third" be stricken out, and that the title 
be amended so that it read as follows: 

"An Act to amend Secticn 38 of Chapter 57 of the Session 
Laws of 1892, entitled "An Act to reorganize the Judiciary De- 


partment," relating to the jurisdiction of the Circuit Court 
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of the First Circuit in certain civil cases, and to repeal 
Section 59 of said Act, relating also to the jurisdiction of 
the Circuit Court in civil causes." 
With these amendments this committee recmmends the passage 
of the bill.

"The Judiciary Committee to whom was referred House Bill 
6l, report as follows: 

"This Bill seeks to repeal the Act to facilitate the re- 
covery of rents, a statute that has been in existence since 
1864, and the only summary remedy that a landlord has in col- 
lecting rent that may be in arrears, We know of no abuses 
nor of any complaints made under or against this law, and as 
it has been in operation some thirty-five years and has been 
construed and the practice or method of distraining the goods 
or chattels seized decided by the courts, we know of no reason 
for its repeal, as it works no hardships nor is it unjust. 

We recommend that the bill be laid upon the table,

"The Joint Committee on Public Lands and Internal Improve- 
ments of the Senate and House of Representatives, to whom was 
referred Senate Bill 7, being an Act relating to and concerning 
vehicles, tires and wheels, with the House amendments to the 
same, in which the senate did not concur, have considered the 
same and find that the only amendment made to the bill in the 
House is in Section 4, extending the time when the bill shall 
go fully into effect from A. D. 1900 to 1901. 

The only other difference is the word "as" between the words 
"specified" and "provided" near the end of the section, which 
word should be "and" instead of "as", It is apparently a mis- 
print and has been corrected by the committee. 

The committee recommend that with this correction the bill 
pass as amended by the House.

68, being "An Act relating to Circuit Judges, and providing 
for the appointment of a person to perform the duties of the 
office during the absence or temporary disability of a Circuit 
Judge, and amending Sections 30 and 34 of the Laws of 1892, en- 
titled "An Act to reorganize the Judiciary Department," have 
considered the same and beg to report: 

Provision is made for the appointment of a District Judge 
to act temporarily in case of illness, temporary absence, or 
disqualification of the regular District Magistrate in Chapter 
20 of the Session Laws of 1892, and Chapter 12 of the Session 
Laws of 1896 provides that the place of any Justice of the 
Supreme Court may be temporarily filled by one of the Circuit 
Judges or by a member of the bar. 

Provision is also made by the Laws of 1892, Section 45, 
Chapter 57, by which the Judge of some other Circuit may preside 
at the trial of a cause or term of any other Circuit Court 
other than the First Circuit on the request of the Chief Justice 
when the Circuit Judge is disqualified or is unable to attend; 
But for the performance of the duties of the Circuit Judge out- 
side of the regular term time, or of a particular cause, there 
seems to be no provision, and each of the regular Circuit 
Judges has the duties of his own Circuit to attend to, and 


could not remain long in such other Circuit without neglecting 


his own duties. 
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This Act seeks to provide for such contingencies, that | 
the duties of the Circuit qudyes may be performed at all times 
as occasion requires, and does not conflict with the existing 
statutes, but simply completes the provision against an un- 
avoidable temporary vacancy. 

Your committee therefore recommend the passage of the bill.

"Your Committee on Commerce had under careful considera- 
tion House Bill 59, to prohibit the importation of merchandise 
which is marked or labelled as Hawaiian manufacture, and begs 
to report as follows: 

When any Hawaiian factory, such as the Soap Works and 
others, have established a reputation for their products as to 
purity, excellence or other good qualities, and when such goods 
with the mark or labels of the manufacturers are considered a 
standard article by the trade or housekeepers, then other 
parties in competition with the successful manufacturer have 
had made imitations of such articles abroad and attached 
thereon the same marks or labeis as on the genuine article, all 


at a lower cost and value. 


The consequence has been that our home market has been 
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flooded with such spurious articles and that our home manufac- 
turers are unable to compete with such imitations, loosing 
reputation and customers and eventually will be obliged to 
discontinue such home industries. 

There is no doubt in our mind that this should be stopped 
immediately and that our present and future home industries 
should be protected, and we therefore recommend that the bill 
pass and become a law.

"Senate Bill 28, which was referred to your Judiciary Com- 
mittee, has been considerably amended by them, the considera- 
tion upon the same has been very painstaking and in their opi- 
nion as thorough as could be done considering the fact that it 
had already received a competent and exhaustive examination by 
the Commerce Committee before they took it in hand. It has 
mey with several amendments in the course of your committee's 
deliberation, matters which were called to their attention by 
the wholesalers, jobbers and retailers in spirituous liquors, 
and the need of such amendments to the Act will reduce the ob- 
jections to a great extent that the licensees urged against the 
bill. The merits of the measure was passed upon by the Commerce 
Committee to whom we invite the Senate to a proper considera- 
tion, but we feel inclined though to reiterate the fact that 
in our opinion the Act will mitigate the evil so openly recog- 
nized of illicit selling in the outer districts. The bill is 
so guarded with wholesome restrictions and wise regulations 


that the licensee and the Government, the wholesalers and re- 
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tailers of spirits, and even the intemperate and his family 
are fully protected by the provisions of the Act, 

In reference to the question of the constitutionality of 
Section 4, where provision is made for any police captain "at 
all times and without search warrant have the right to enter 
the premises and examine and search the same", we beg leave to 
say that such being one of the conditions which is made in the 
license to be accepted by the vendor, it practically makes it 
a contract between himself and the Government before the license 
is issued. Such an agreement with its full import could not 
be claimed an "unreasonable searcp and seizure" neither would 
it be understood as "a condemnation of property without due 
process of law." We therefore answer the question of consti- 
tutionality of that section in the affirmative, and say fur- 
ther that it is a wise police regulation, 

We herewith recommend that Secticn 1 be amended to read 
as follows: 

"Section 1, The Minister of the Interior is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to issue licenses for the term of one 
year each to any applicant receiving the endorsement of the 
majority of the electors, residents of such district, for sale 
at retail only by the glass or single bottle, wines manufactured 
from rrapes not to exceed ecirhteen per cent of alcoholic 


strengt}, and of beers and ales in the same manner not to ex- 
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ceed eleven eleven per cent of alcoholic strength. All such 
wines, beers or ales so sold to be unmixed with any ingredients 
injurious to health, Not more than three of such licenses shall 
be issued for each Judicial District of the Republic, provided, 
however, that in any district, town or place in which there is 
a license in existence for the selling at retail of spirituous 
liquors and the business of vending spirituous liquors is ac- 
tually carried on, no such license shall be issued; and further 
provided however that Nuuanu Valley, Waikiki and Kalihi, in the 
District of Kona, Island of Oahu, shal! for the purposes of this 
Act be each considered a judicial district and as such entitled 
to but one license each." 

On line 3 in Section 2 your Committee recommend the stri- 
king out of the words "amount of the ", and substituting the 
word "such", and on Line 6 and 7 add the letters "ny" after 
the letter "a", and striking out the word "financial" so that 
the clause would read "ro person holding any interest, etc," 

In Section 3 line 5 after the words “spirituous liquors" ir- 
sert the following sentence "or any person holding a license 
for the sale of imported foods, wares and merchandise," In the 
san: Séction on line 7 we recommend striking out the word "eight" 
and inserting the word "seven." 

In Section 4, line 1, after the word "contain" insert the 
following words "among other rules and regulations." 


After the word "vendor" in line 3 of Section 5 add the 
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following "and nothing in this Act shall be so construed as to 
authorize the licensee to engage in the business of importing 
wines, beers and ales for the purpose of selling them under 
such license without obtaining the license or licenses made 
necessary by Chapter XLIV of the Session Laws of 1862, approved 
the 7th day of August, A. D. 1882, entitled "An Act to pegulate 
the sale of spirituous liquors." 

In Section 8, line 1, after the word "Act" strike out the 
words "within twelve months" and in line 3 strike out after 
the word "any" "spirituous or intoxicating liquor", and substi- 
tute therefore the words "wines, beers or ales." In line 20 
of the same Section Substitute the word "two" for "one." 

We further recommend adding two new sections, the first to 
be called Section 9, to read as follows: Jurisdiction is hereby 
conferred upon all District Magistrates to hear and determine 
all prosecutions authorized under the provisions of this Act", and 
the latter as Section 10, to read as follows: "For the pur- 
poses of this Act the terms "spirituous liquors" shall mean 
any wines, spirits, ales, cider, perry, beer or other fermented 
or distilled liquors, amd all liquor of an intoxicating nature." 
"Sunday" shall mean the time between eight of the clock on the 
evening of Saturday and seven of the clock on the norning of 
the succeeding Monday." 

We also recommend that section 9 of the Act be made Sec- 


tion 11. 
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With these amendments to the bill we recommend its passare, 
feeling that in its adoption it would be a step in the right 
direction and will be for the advantage of the taxpayers of the 
outer districts who now have to evade the law to procure a com- 
modity which prohibition cannot check or keep out of this Re- 
public. It must also be remembered that this Act is not a 
hastily composed one, but it is the result of the patient and 
careful study since of the issue that was presented in the 
Legislature of 1890, It follows, therefore, that with such 
a law as this in operation the revenues of the country would 
be increased, besides remedying the evils which we now deplore, 
when as it is hoped the control of such licenses are placed in 
the hands of responsible residents who have the moral and fi- 
nancial support of the better element of a district.

"As a member of the committee I am satisfied that this bill 
is carefully drawn, and if we are to have licenses issued that 
are provided in this Act the matter seems to be as well guarded 
as it can be, and is much to be preferred to full spirit li- 
censes; yet at the same time I do not have faith in the good 
results that are claimed for the bill, to control the sale of 
spirituous liquors and to stop the illicit sale of the same in 
the country districts. I do not believe it will stop any of 


the illicit sale of spirituous liquors, and the licensed dealers 
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of Honolulu say that it will not stop any of the illicit sales. 

I greatly fear that this Act will have the same effect as the 

Grocers’ License to sell wines and beers, introduced as a tem- 

perance measure in England by Mr. Gladstone a few years ago, 

which proved to be an utter failure and greatly increased 

drunkenness especially among women until it became a nuisance. 
Section 7 shows out what is to be expected as the result 

of the drink habit, and feeling that these licenses will in- 

crease drunkenness as a whole, I do not wish to uphold any 

measure that tends to increase the evil rather than to lessen it, 


so cannot recommend the passage of the bill.

Section 26: To strike out the last seven words. 

Section 34: To be stricken out. 

With these changes your committee would recommend that 
the bill pass.

This bill amends the present law relating to the duty on 
wines and liquors and other beverages made from materials other 
than grape juice, so that instead of a duty of 60g on all such 
wines, liquors and other beverages containing, 9% and not more 
than 14% of alcoholic strength, and $1.00 per gallon on all 
such liquors above 14% of alcoholic strength, the law shall 
read; 

"That all spirituous liquors, all still wines and other 
beverages made from materials other than grape juice when impor- 
ted into the Hawaiian Islands, shall, if containing nine per 
cent and not more than seventeen per cent of alcohol, be sub- 
ject to pay a duty of sixty cents per gallon: if containing more 
than seventeen and not more than twenty-one per cent of alcohol 
shall be subject to pay a duty of one dollar per pallon," 

| The object of this bill is undoubtedly to allow sake to come 
in under a duty of 60@ instead of $1.00 a gallon as at present. 

Wines made from grapes under 18% alcoholic strength come in 
free, so that even with this reduction wines would still have 
a great advantage over sake, and your committee recommend the 


passage of the bill.

"Your Committee on Public Lands and Internal Improvements, 
to whom was referred an item in Senate Bill 22, under the head 
of "New Roads, Maui," have considered the same and beg to report: 

That we fird such a road is greatly needed and will re- 
quire all of the amount asked, though we are in doubt about 
the road being laid out in the best location, as shown on the 
plan; but that is a matter that can be decided by the local 
road authorities. 

Your committee recommend the item.

Senator Holstein presented the following report: 

"House Bill 74, which was referred to your Judiciary Com- 
mittee, has received their careful attention. We beg leave to 
Say that Section 51 of Act 51 of the Session Laws of 1896 made 
it necessary that notices be sent only to non-residents in case 
of an increased: valuation above the amount stated in his as- 
sessment return, leaving the resident his chances of an oppor- 
tunity of glancing at the Assessor's books to note whether an 
increased valuation has been made over his return, and in a 
Ereat number of cases his opportunity of appeal has been lost, 
not alone from inattention but mainly upon the belief that his 


return figures sworn to had been accepted. 
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Such legislation as embodied in the section quoted was 
partial only to the non-resident, 

The bill now seeks to make it compulsory for the Assessor 
to notify the taxpayers in writing and by mail of a "raise" in 
the latter's return assessment, therefore giving the taxpayer 
an official notice which otherwise has been guess work. Such 
notice we believe is proper and consistent. 

we therefore recommend the passage of the bill.

Senator Lyman presented the following report: 

"Your Judiciary Committee, to whom was referred House 
Bill 60, being "An Act relating to the restriction of the im- 
portation and sale of opium and preparations thereof, and amend~ 
ing Sections 1 and 3 of Act 12 of the Executive and Advisory 
Councils of the Provisional Government relative thereto", have 
considered the same and beg to report as follows: 

The law now provides that "one-half of the pecuniary pen- 
alty for the importation or possession of opium shall be paid 
to the person or persons giving the information which shall 
lead to the conviction of the offender." 

The amendment proposed is to abolish this system of paying 


one-half of the fines to informers, by striking out the said 
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clause from Sections 1 and 3, relating to informers. 

It is found in practice that there is much abuse of the 
law by would-be informers for the sake of obtaining the reward 
offered in the law. 

Your Committee recommend the passage of the bill.

Senator Lyman also presented the following report: 

"Your Committee on Public Lands and Internal Improvements, 
to whom was referred Senate Bill 33, being an Act to amend cer- 
tain sections of the and Act 1895, relating to public lands, 
have considered the same and beg to report as follows: 

l. Section 1 amends Section 4 of the Land Act by strik- 
irg out the words "except leases executed under the provisions 
of Parts 6 and 7 of this Act.” Parts 6 and 7 being Homestead 
Leases and Purchase Leases. This amendment brings all leases 
of public lands under the same rule in regard to the making 
and improving of roads, as they are all equally liable to need 


roads, and there is no good reason to except any class of leases 


from the provision. Your committee approves this amendment. 
2. Section 2 is to amend Section 18 of the Land Act. 
Section 18 as it is provides that "all proceeds of sales of 


public lands shall be set apart as a special fund for the pay- 
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ment of the bonded indebtedness of the Government or for the 
purchase of other lands" for homestead purposes with any funds 
that may be appropriated therefor." 

The Section as amended by this Act provides that all pro- 
ceeds of such sales shall be expended only for the payment of 
the bonded indebtedness of the Government and for the purchase 
of other lands for public purposes in the discretion of the 
Executive Council, thereby making the purchase of other lands 
for public purposes entirely in the discretion of the Execu- 
tive Council. 

Your Committee do not approve of this amendment and recom- 
mend that Section 2 be stricken out. 

Š. Section 3 is to amend Section 30 of the Land Act by 
adding a provision by which a person who has been living on the 
land as his home previous to the passage of the Land Act of 
1895 may still retain the place without the risk of losing his 
home, and possibly all that he has, to the first new-comer who 
may succeed in getting in his application first. Such cases 
have already come before the Commissioners of Public Lands, 
among native Hawaiians, and this provision should be adopted 
to avoid hardship and injustice to old settlers. 

4. Section 4 amends Section 57 of the Land Act, so that 
lands ready for settlement or occupation as "Cash Freeholds" 
or by "Special Agreements" may be advertised under one notice, 


and not by two separate notices as is now required; and the 
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purchaser may thereby have his option in which way he will 
make his purchase, either as a "Cash Freehold" or by "Special 
Agreement.” 

"Cash Freeholds”" are not popular and are seldom taken up, 
while purchases under "Special Agreement" are eagerly sought 
after. The amendment is good for economy in advertising and 
as a revenue measure to increase the sale of lands. 

Section 5 amends Sections 71, 72 and 73 of the Land Act, 
so that "Settlement Associations" may acquire land under the 
"Right of Purchase Leases" as well as by "Cash Freeholds", and 
is a good provision to make. 

Section 6 amends Sections 10, 20, 27, 55, 62 and 69 of 
the Land Act, by substituting the words "Executive Council" for 
the word "Cabinet", so as to include the President. The amend- 
ment is necessary and should be made. 

After striking out Section 2, your committee recommends 
the passage of the bill.

Senator Brown presented the following report: 

"The Special Committee to whom was referred Senate Bill 
2l, to provide for telegraphic communication between the United 
States, Hawaii and Japan, report that they have given the matter 


long and earnest consideration. 
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In the opinion of this committee the matter of cable com- 
munication of ‘these Islands with the outside world comes next 
to annexation, and if obtained, will build up this port so that 
it will be known as the Queenstown of the Pacific, and will con- 
fer on Honolulu relatively the same advantages and prosperity 
that the Reciprocity Treaty gave to the Islands as a whole. 

The bill introduced gave the Pacific Cable Company an ex- 
clusive franchise for twenty years from and beyond the Hawaiian 
Islands to any other islands in the Pacific Ocean and to Japan; 
the committee is willing to recommend an exclusive franchise 
for twenty years between these Islands and Japan but not to any 
other islands in the Pacific Ocean, and have therefore amended 
Section 1 so that the exclusive franchise to Japan will not 
cover any islands or places between these islands and Japan that 
lie south of the tenth degree or parallel of north latitude, 
thus leaving all other islands that may or might be necessary 
for the purpose of laying a cable from here to Australia or 
New Zealand open and untrammeled with any exclusive franchise 
from these islands. 

The company now seeking the benefit of the Act and the ex- 
Clusive franchise to Japan is about the only one that has ever 
applied without asking for a subsidy, and from what your commit- 
tee can learn mean business, and we may confidently expect 


within two years to be connected with the United States by cable. 
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The right of laying a cable between here and the Pacific 
Coast of the United States is not exclusive nor was an exclu- 
sive risht asred for that portion of the line. The principal 
reason of granting an exclusive right between here and Japan, 
is that the cost of laying is great (estimated at $10,000,000) 
and if that amount of money should be spent the projectors would 
naturally want some assurance that they would not have opposi- 
tion between here and Japan for some time. 

This committee think that as long as no exclusive fran- 
chise is granted between these islands, the northwest coast of 
America and the Islands of the Pacific Ocean that lie south of 
the tenth degree of north latitude, no objection can be made 
by any foreign power whose interests are paramount or controlling 
in this part of the world. 

Your committee recommend that Section 1 he anended as 
follows: On line 6 of the printed bill after the word "Islands" 
strike out the balance of that line and lines 7, 8 and 9 and 
insert in their place the following: "and from and beyond the 
Hawaiian Islands to Japan and any islands or places necessary 
for stations for such cables between the Hawaiian Islands and 
Japan that lie north of the tenth degree or parallel of North 
latitude in the North Pacific Ocean, which said right and privi- 
lege as to laying and maintaining cables between the Hawaiian 
Islands and Japan shall be an exclusive right and privilege 


for and during the term of twenty years from the date of the

approval of this Act. This amendment will, if adopted, ne- 
cessitate the amending of Section 2. We therefore recommend 
that Section 2 be amended as follows: "On line 9 strike out 
the word "other" and after the word "Islands" at the end of 
line 9 insert the words " or places necessary for stations for 
such cables between the Hawaiian Islands and Japan that lie 
north of the tenth degree or parallel of North latitude in the 
North Pacific Ocean." 

With these amendments we reco:mend the passare of the bill, 
and it is our opinion that if within the next two years a cable 
is laid between the Pacific Coast of America and here, these 
Islands will enter into an era of prdsperity of every nature 
and kind that will be second only to that which was given us by 
the country at whose door we are now knocking for admission.

REPORTS. 

Senator Baldwin presented the following report: 

"Your Special Committee, to whom was referred Bill 15, en- 
titled "An Act to provide the Oahu Railway & Land Company with 
land for wharves in Honolulu harbor, beg leave to report that 
we have had the same under careful consideration. 

The object of this bill is to direct the Minister of the 
Interior to convey in fee simple at an appraised valuation to the 
said Oahu Railway & Land Company for wharf purposes, a long nar- 
row strip of wharf frontage bordering on the land owned by said 
Railway Company on the Ewa side of the harbor and at the harbor 
terminus of their railroad and where their wharf is located. 

Asuit is now pending in the Courts between the Minister of 
the Interior and the said Railway Company relative to this same 
strip of water frontage, but as your committee understand it the 
Attorneys for the Railway Company, fearing lest they may lose the 
case in the Courts, have had this bill introduced in the Legis- 


lature, providing as stated above that the Minister of the Inter- 
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ior shall deed the water frontage in question to the Railway 
Company at an appraised valuation. 

The equity suit now pending between the Minister of the In- 
terior and the Oahu Railway Company may be stated more fully as 
follows: The suit is brought to obtain an injunction against 
the 0. R. & L. Co. proceeding with condemnation proceedings for 
securing the fee in said harbor frontage which was leased by the 
Minister of the Interior to the Railway Company in 1890 with the 
agreement in the lease that the Minister of the Interior can take 
back the leased land on ninety days' notice and payment of actual 
cost of improvements made by the company. 

The Government has rested its claim in this case on the right 
given to the Minister of the Interior by this agreement, and that 
the Government has the right to take the property for public 
wharves, and that such public use is superior to that proposed 
by the railway company. 

The railway company on the other hand claim that its wharf 
plan presents superior public advantages over that of the Govern- 
ment, 

Whether the railway company has legally acquired or can le- 
gally acquire the ownership of the harbor property in question 
is the issue in the case. 

In regard to the question as to whether the Legislature 


should take up and decide questions of this nature your Committee 
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are of the opinion that all cases which can be settled by the 
Court should be left for the Court to settle. This has been the 
position that has usually (though not always) been taken by the 
Legislature in the past. 

As legislators, we were elected to pass appropriations and 
make laws for the country, but not to execute the laws or to sit 
as a court of equity, and it would be well for the Legislature to 
fully bear in mind that the Constitution clearly defines the pow- 
ers and functions of the three branches of the Government--the 
Executive, the Legislative and the Judicial--and that it is the 
intent of that instrument that the powers of these three branches 
of government "shall be preserved distinct" in their different 
capacities. The Legislature has the power to interfere with the 
policy of the Executive, but in our opinion it is unwise to do 
so unless the course being pursued by them is manifestly unjust, 
or is against the public interests. 

The Legislature has also been called upon in the past to 
settle claims in cases where Government officials have incurred 
obligations or expenditures on account of the Government that 
were unauthorized by law and where certain parties would unjustly 
suffer loss unless the Legislature authorized the settlement of 
the claims. 

There have been claims of this sort arising from unauthor- 
ized expenditures by Government officials that it has been right 


and proper for the Legislature to settle, as they were cases 


372 


that lacked the authority of law and for that reason could not 
be settled by the courts. 

But this is not true of the case now on trial between the 
Minister of Interior and the Oahu Railway Company, for this com- 
pany has the advantage in going to court of being backed up by 
laws which grant liberal rights and privileges. 

Moreover, the Minister of the Interior has full authority 
under the Railroad Acts to sell or grant to the Railway Company 
the land or water front that the Rill before us proposes that 
the Legislature shall grant to said Company. In the opinion 
of the committee the construction of these laws should be left 
to the courts to decide. 

It being a case, then, that is fully and amply covered by 
law, and a case that is now actually pending in the courts, it 
does not seem to your committee that it would be right or proper 
for the Legislature to interfere with the course of the Executive 
in the premises by passing the Act before us. 

We therefore recommend that the bill be laid on the table. 

As soon as the Supreme Court decides whether the Government 
under the agreement between it and the railway company can take 
back this land, the Government will know what to recommend rela- 
tive to harbor and wharf plans. 

If the case is decided in favor.of the railway company, and 


the Government decides to obtain this wharf property, a large ap- 
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propriation will be required to enable the Government to acquire 
by condemnation proceedings this land and other land of the 
Company in its rear. 

Honolulu harbor is so limited that your committee wish to 
express with emphasis our view that the Government should obtain 
and retain control of all the water front possible in the harbor, 
for it seems plain to us that in the near future it will be 
necessary to expend much larger sums of money for developing up 
the wharf capacity of the harbor than any individual, company, 
or corporation would be ready to spend for that purpose.

Senator Holstein submitted the following report: 

"Your Special Cormittee who were appointed to visit the 
Settlement of Kalaupapa and Kalawao, in Molokai, after an in- 
spection on the 50th ult., have now the honor to report as fol- 
lows: 

According to arrangements made by the Honorable Board of 
Health, we were joined by the Cormittee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and a few of the members of the said Board detailed 


on a similar mission. On the arrival of your Committee at the 
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Settlement a thorough and careful inspection and investigation 
was held by them of all the matters in interest, and find that 
great improvement in the matter of roads, sanitation and the 
like have been made by the Board of Health to whom an expression 
of commendation and approval is herewith given. 

The question of paramount importance to the inmates of the 
Settlement is that of water and wood. The Senate has consid-' 
ered and passed an appropriation of $20,000.00 for new water 
pipes for Kalaupapa which appears in the Loan Bill, which is 
hoped to be ample for the reconstruction of new mains to the 
lower Settlement, in order that sufficient water could be pro- 
cured to irrigate lands with the object of tree planting. If 
trees can be grown successfully at the Settlement with proper 
care and attention a sufficient supply of wood can be assured 
the people there for all time to come. As the Board of Health 
is seriously considering such a proposition, we will pass by 
that subject knowing that the consummation of the project is in 
g00d hands, and we hope the Board will be successful in their 
endeavors in this respect to promote the welfare and comfort of 
those poor and afflicted who are in its general acceptation 
the "nation's wards." 

At a public meeting held some of the afflicted offered to 
your committee's consideration a few complaints, which we have 
at a later date considered carefully and in the majority of 


cases referred them to the president of the Board of Health for 
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attention. It may be well to enumerate for the information 
of the Senate their respective requests: 

1. That their rations of flour, bread and rice be placed 
upon the basis of a money valuation. 

Re The nor-enforcement of an order of the Board to fence 
their respective cultivated plots. 

5. That awa and opium be allowed those formerly in the 
habit of using them. 

4, That the mail-carrier's salary be increased from $15 
per month to #20, . 

5. That kerosene oil be supplied in quantities of one 
quart per person. 

6. That the mail route be changed from Kaunakakai and 
to Honolulu direct to the Settlement. 

7. That in litigation a right of appeal to the Circuit 
Court be given them. 

8. That cemeteries be fenced, and graves be dug by the 
Board. 

9. That aresident magistrate be allowed them, 

10. Poor quality of flour. 

Ils Three thousand five hundred dollars for wharf appro- 
priation. 

12. The erection of coffee shops at Kalaupapa by the 


Government, for which an appropriation of $1000 had been allowed 
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at the last Session, and lastly, 

That relatives be allowed to visit them semi-annually. 

The majority of these grievances have been submitted to the 
president of the Board of Health with the recommendations thought 
fit by the committee, and we are certain will receive such at- 
tention as is meet and proper. 

Your committee after many inquiries found that the rations 
furnished the inmates are sufficient and ample for their indi- 
vidual needs. There was no substantial complaint of the in- 
sufficiency of their food stuffs, and we would invite your pe- 
rusal of page.........of the report of the Board of Health of 
the amount of rations allowed each one. 

Your committee are aware that the colony at Molokai have 
the country's deepest affection and its most earnest solicitude, 
and recognizing that fact we were asked by the numbers at the 
meeting to convey back to the nation their sentiment of grati- 
tude and appreciation. 

In conclusion and on behalf of the nation, we deeply ap- 
preciate the work of the noble sisters and brothers there resi- 
ding for their help and assistance in rendering comfort to the 
suffering and afflicted in that distressed colony.

Senator Brown submitted the following report and Substi- 
tute Bill: 

"The Special Committee to whom was referred the Opium 
Bill beg leave to report that they have prepared a substitute 
bill in the place of the one referred, which they herewith sub- 
mit for the consideration of the Senate. The substitute bill 
places the importation and sale of opium in the Board of Health, 
and may be said to be an offshoot of the so-called Gothenburg 
or Scandinavian system, w hich places evils of this kind, nota- 
bly the use of liquor, in the hands of the Government and not 
in the hands or under the control of private individuate to 
make money out of and from the folly and evil habits of their 
fellow men, 

This committee in introducing this substitute bill do so 
thinking that it will in some manner lessen the smuggling, and 
as said the consequent corruption and,bribery that follows the 
use and smuggling of this contraband drug, and do not wish to 
be understood as favoring or countenancing the evil, but as some 
people will smoke opium, and the opium although contraband is 
plentiful, it is thought that this bill may lessen the use and 
stop the smuggling. 

The Committee recommend that the bill go into effect on 


January 1, 1899, and in the meantime the Board of Health can be 
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preparing its rules and regulations and make all necessary ar- 
rangements, and as the Act will have been tried before the next 
meeting of the Legislature that body can repeal or amend the 
same as the facts of its operation warrant. 

The bill originally introduced was not such a one that could 
commend itself, and was cumbersome and intricate; the substitute 
is simple and any opium smoker or user of opium by enrolling 
his name in the district in which he lives may obtain a suffi- 
cient quantity to use in each day. 

The only,expense to the user of opium under the new bill 
is its cost laid down in the district where he resides and a, 
duty at the rate of $3 per pound; the committee think that the 
less expense attending the cost, the less likelihood there will 
be of smuggling. 

In submitting the bill the committee earnestly hope that it 
will be the means of checking the smuggling and the many rumors 
of bribery and corruption, and also the checking an increase 
in the use of the drug. 

We recommend that Bill 10 be laid on the table.

The proposition is to excavate a slip near the old fish 
market and construct a wharf on the mauka and makai sides of said 


Slip. 
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Your committee approves of this and consider the appropria- 
tion asked for these two items a reasonable figure; we also ap- 
prove of the $10,000 item for. condemning land. 

We are, however, extremely doubtful about the item asked 
for of $7500 for retaining wall. 

The proposition is to build a retaining wall, or more 
properly a dam to divert the Nuuanu stream, and divert it ina 
channel to be dug about 1200 feet long towards the flat between 
the 0. R. & T. Co. wharf and the slaughter house, with a view to 
spreading out the stream over said flat. We have investigated 
this proposition in company with civil engineers, and feel ex- 
tremely doubtful about the advisability of attempting the project. 
The flat where it is proposed to discharge the Nuuanu stream, 
which appears to be a coral bed, is higher than the bottom of 
said stream at and above the King street bridge, and a dam that 
would raise the water so that it would flow over this flat would 
probably raise the stream at the King street bridge in case of a 
heavy freshet, from two to three feet or more higher than it 
now raises and thus endanger property along the banks of the 
Stream, and possibly carry away the King street bridge. 

A channel of great width would according to its width pre- 
vent the water from rising much in the stream, but such a chan- 


nel would take up valuable land. 


Senator Brown presented the following report: 
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"The Special Committee to whom was referred Act 21 relating 
to telegraphic communication between the United States, Hawaii 
and Japan, together with the amendments proposed by the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, report that they have given the matter care- 
ful thought and consideration and are still of the same opinion 
as evidenced by their former report made to this body on the 
3d instant. 

This committee have, in order to prevent any possible 
failure of obtaining cable communication with other countries 
by reason of the failure to procure such cable communication 
under this Act, from any causes whatsoever, had prepared an Act 
which is herewith submitted amending Section 2 of Act 17 of the 
laws of the Special Session of 1895 which will authorize the 
President with the consent of the Cabinet to enter into a con- 
tract for an exclusive right or privilege for maintaining a 
cable between here and Japan upon the same lines as laid down 
in the bill now under consideration. 

The Act proposed to be amended is still in force and the 
powers and concessions thereby authorized to be given and made 
can at any time be given to any person or corporation that gets 
the contract thereby authorized. The Government of course 
would not, nor could it, grant an exclusive right as provided in 
the amendment, if such right had already been granted by the 
Legislature previous to the entering into of a contract under 


Act 17. 
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This committee in order to prevent any complications that 
might arise by reason of objections made by the United States 
to the Act now under consideration recommend that at the end of 
Section 9 of said Act the following be inserted: 

"Provided, however, and it is hereby declared that the con- 
tract herein provided for, shall not take effect and no rights 
granted by this Act to the Pacific cable Co. shall be vested or 
secured, until the approval of said contract by the United 
States Government, shown by a written approval thereof signed 
by the Secretary of State. 

With this amendment, the committee recommend that the Act 


pass as recommended by them in their report of the 3d instant." 


The new bill introduced by the committee, Senate Bill 45,

"Your Special Committee on the Opium Bill to whom was re- 
ferred Sections 17, 18 and 20, the latter being a new section, 
appropriating the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars for the purpose 
of carrying out the provisions of the Act, report that the in- 


troduction of Section 20 placing $10,000 in the control of the 
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Board of Health will in the opinion of the committee, after re- 
modeling Section 18, place the Board with sufficient money under 
its control to handle the opium for the first year; such being 
the case we recommend that Section 17 of the bill be stricken 
out. 

We recommend Section 18 be re-nimbered Section 17 and read 
as follows: 

"Section 17. All money received from the sale of opium 
and the issuing of permits shall be paid by the Opium Boards 
monthly to the Board of Health, and all money so received shall 
be held by the Board of Health and be used by such Board in 
carrying out the provisions of this Act; and any surplus that 
may be in hand at the close of the biennial period shall be 
paid into the Treasury as a Government realization, with a full 
and detailed accoimt of all receipts and expenditures. The 
Secretary of the Board of Health shall keep an account in books 
kept specially for such purpose of all opium withdrawn from the 
custom house, and furnished to the Opium Board of each Judicial 
District, together with the cost of importing such opium, and 
all charges incidental to such importation and the furnishing 
thereof, and shall keep an account of all monies received from 
_ the sale of such opium delivered as hereinbefore provided." 

We think that the sum of $10,000 will be ample together 
with what money will come in during the first year of the work- 


ing of this Act for the purpose of carrying out and demonstra- 
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ting whether or not the present Act will be practicable and en- 
forceable. It has been the custom for years back to compel 
every department as it receives money to pay the same immediate- 
ly into the Treasury as a realization; but in the present case 
as this Act will only have been in operation a year before the 
next Legislature is in session, and by that time it will have 
been ascertained without a doubt how much money will be requi- 
red for the purposes of carrying out the provisions of this 

Act, we have made the exception, and allowed the Board of Health 
to use such money, provided the appropriation of $10,000 is in- 
sufficient. . 


With these amendments we recommend the bill pass. 


On motion of Senator Baldwin further consideration of 


House Bill 72 was deferred for one week. 


Senate Bill 41, opium, with the report of the Committee 
was taken up and on motion the report was adopted, striking

"The Judiciary Committee to whom was referred House Bill 
57, relating to corporations, organized under the laws of for- 
eign countries, report that the main object of the bill is to 
compel foreign corporations doing business here to file an 
annual exhibit of the conditions of their business affairs thus 
placing them on the same footing as domestic corporations, 

The Act also provides that foreign corporations shall not 
have any of the special powers or privileges conferred upon 
railroad or banking corporations; we do not believe that foreign 
corporations should enjoy special powers or privileges conferred 
upon home or domestic corporations, and as long as they have 
and enjoy the powers necessary for the general conduct and 
carrying on of an ordinary business venture they should he 
Satisfied; the fact of their being incorporated in a foreign 
country is a sufficient answer to the non-cnjcoyment of special 


bowers, as such special powers may be obtained by incorporating 
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in this Republic. 

We do not believe this law can affect any existing foreign 
corporations as to the power or right of their enjoying such 
special powers either at law or by treaty, as the powers if 
taken advantage of or acquired have become vested rights or 
property rights, and as such no law this Legislature can pass 
can divest them of, as under our Constitution vested rights of 
property are prcetected and can only be taken in the manner and 
for the purposes provided by the Constitution. 

Under existing law there was no penalty for the non-per- 
formance or observance by foreign corporations of our laws in 
regard to corporations. The law under consideration gives the 
Minister of the Interior power to compel an exhibit of their 
books and papers touching the business carried on by them, and 
upon a refusal to exhibit as requested the equity side of the 
Court can be invoked to compel such an exhibit upon penalties 
and liabilities set forth in the Act. 


We recommend the passage of the bill.

"Your Committee on Commerce, Agriculture and Manufacture, to 
whom was referred House Bill 83, entitled, an Act to amend 
Sections 13 and 15, to repeal Section 14 and to add a new sec- 
tion to be called Section 17A of Chapter 65 of the Penal Code, 
relating to weights and measures, beg leave to report that we 
have had the same under careful consideration. The most im- 
portant amendments are as follows: 

Section 2 repeals Section 14 of Chapter 65 of the Penal 
Code. This section refers to the duties of the respective 
Governors of the Islands, in regard to trying weights and 
measures and sealing the same. As we have no Governors now, the 
Section is obsolete and should be stricken out. 

Section 3 amends Section 15 of Chapter 65. The most im- 
portant amendment of said section, and in fact of the bill, 
reads as follows: "All fees collected under this Section 
shall be paid into the Treasury as Government realization." 

Section 4 adds a new section, to be called Section 17A, 


Which reads as follows: 
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"Any person who shall wilfully and fraudulently change any 
peam, weight or measure after the same shall have been tested 
and sealed, shall be liable to a conviction in any District 
Court, to pay a fine not to exceed Fifty Dollars for each such 
offense." 

There are other minor amendments in the bill to the pres- 
ent law, which will be explained when the bill comes up for 
consideration. 

Your committee favors the bill and recommends its passage.

Senator Baldwin submitted the following report: 
"Your Committee on Commerce, Agriculture and Manufacture, to 
Whom was referred Senate Bill #48, entitled "An Act to impose 


Specific duties upon chicory, raw or otherwise, and upon caramel 
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cereal or other substitutes of coffee," beg leave to report 
that we have had the same under consideration. 

The bill provides for a duty of 25 cts a pound on chicory, 
caramel cereal or other substitutes of coffee, 

Chicory can be laid down here and sold for 8 or 9 cents a 
pound, and it is used to cheapen the price of ground coffee put 
up in tins or paper packages for customers who wish to purchase 
a cheap article of coffee. It is not in any way harmful or 
deleterious to health, and a great many who have become accus- 
tomed to its use in coffee prefer coffee that has been adulter- 
ated with it. 

There is a large demand for a cheap article of coffee by 
the poor classes of people in this and all countries, and if a 
duty is imposed on chicory sufficient to make the article ex- 
pensive other materials that come in from the United States free 
of duty, such as parched or roasted wheat, barley, rye, corn, 
beans, etc., would be used for adulterating coffee. 

These articles are used in other countries for this purpose. 
So it can be readily seen that to prohibit chicory will not 
prevent the adulteration of coffee in this country. 

Caramel Cereal and other substitutes of coffee are put up 
in small packages under different names, and are usually made 
Out of some kind of grain parched and ground up; they make a 
mild drink and are used by invalids and those who cannot drink 


Coffee, and there seems to be no good reason for endeavoring to 
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to deprive the feeble and infirm of their beverage. 
Moreover these substitutes of coffee would undoubtedly all 
come in duty free from the United States under our Treaty. 
For reasons given above we recommend that the bill be laid 
on the table.

Senator Schmidt from the Committee on Finance presented 
the following advance report on the books of the Finance Office, 
referring to a special Sinking Fund, which was ordered placed 
on file, together with the Joint Resolution accompanying the 
same."Your Committee of Finance, under instruction to examine 
and investigate the books of every department of the Government, 
has jointly with the Finance Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives engaged experts to do the clerical work and their 
reports will be submitted to you with our comments at an early 
date, that is as soon as finished. 

Our expert, Mr. King, who is now working in the Finance 
Department, has drawn our attention to an old Sinking Fund 
which it seems to us requires immediate attention. 

As explained by him in his annexed statement, the Sinking 
Fund was created by an Act approved December 31, 1864, and was 
to comprise all proceeds of sales of Government land, which 
again were to be applied to the purchase and redemption of 
Government bonds. 

The Land Law of 1895, Part XI, $1270 specially repeal the 


above Act, but makes no disposition of the fimds on hand, When 
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the Land Law took effect there was a balance of $29,457.48 on 
hand, which is still in the Treasury under Current Account. 
To make this fund available we recommend that it be trans- 
ferred to the "Land Sales Special Deposit."

Senate Bill 27, as passed by the Senate, gave simply the 
subdivisions of Section 38 that are amended, although it pur- 
ported to give the entire section as amended. This substi- 
tute bill gives the entire section as amended, as follows: 

FIRST SUBDIVISION is the same as the first of the present 
law, 

SECOND is a new provision: That actions of ejectment, 
actions to quiet title and trespass shall be triable only in 
the Circuit in which the property is situated, and actions for 
tort shall be triable only in the Circuit where the cause of 
action arose. 

THIRD is the same as the second of the present law. 


FOURTH is the third of the present law. 
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FIFTH is the same as the fourth of the present law, but 
omitting the last clause: "or in the First Circuit" and substi- 
tuting therefor: "Provided, that if the deceased died abroad 
the proceedings may be brought in the First Circuit." 

SIXTH is the same as the fifth of the present law. 

SEVENTH is the same as the sixth of the present law, but 
omitting the last clause, "or in the First Circuit," and sub- 
stituting therefor, "Provided, that if such real estate lies in 
more than one Circuit the proceedings may be had in either 
Circuit in whivh the same is situated." 

EIGHTH is the same as the seventh of the present law. 

NINTH is the same as the eighth of the present law. 

The amendments to the present law as made by this bill are 
practically the same as in Bill 27 formerly passed by the Senate, 
but this substitute Bill is more complete and in better form 
than the original #27. 

Your committee recommend the passage of the bill.

"The Miscellaneous Committee, to whom was referred House 
Bill 84, establishing a general employment agency, beg leave 
to submit the following report thereon: 

The Bill provides for a paid official who is to establish 
an Employment Bureau where employers and employes may come to- 
gether to their mutual advantage. The salary of this official 
is to be fixed by the Legislature, while a fee of 25 cents is 
Charged both to applicants for work and for laborers. 

The committee is of opinion that there are altogether too 


many paid officials in the employ of the Government at present 
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without increasing the number by new legislation, and that the 
number should be lessened rather than increased, 

In other countries where there is a demand for an employ- 
ment bureau such as is proposed by the present bill, there is 
generally to be found both enterprising men and women willing 
to open the same and depend on their own exertions for remunera- 
tion. 

Further, the committee does not believe in the Government 
engaging in the business of opening an employment bureau or that 
such a concern would be a success if started, owing to our lim- 
ited population, and therefor recommend that the bill be laid on 
the table. 

In conclusion, the undersigned would add that he is the 
only member of the committee left in town, but he is firmly of 
the opinion that if the other two members were present they 
would thoroughly endorse and agree with the above.

"Your Committee on Foreign Affairs, to whom was referred 
Senate Bills 52 and 40, having had the same under careful con- 
sideration, beg leave to. report as-follows: 

Bill #32 is entitled "AN ACT to amend Section 1 of Act 74 
of the Laws of the Provisional Government, approved May 3, 
1894." Bill #40 is entitled AN ACT to amend Section 2 of 
Chapter 80 of the Session Laws of 1892, restricting Chinese 
immigration, and to repeal Act 15 of the Session Laws of 1896." 

Both bills relate to the laws governing Chinese immigration. 

Bill #32 proposes to repeal that portion of Act 74 which 
provides that the employers of Chinese immigrants shall deposit 
with the Board of Immigration each month $1.50 out of the wages 


of each immigrant till $36 has been deposited, which amount is 
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to be held by the Board of Immigration to the credit of the la- 
porer, and when he shall cease to follow his avocation as an 
agricultural laborer, the Board shall apply so much of this 
amount as may be necessary to pay his passage out of the country, 
the balance to be paid back to the laborer, 

Bill #40 proposes a new provision in the present law, that 
Chinese who may wish to sojourn in the Republic temporarily may 
do so by filing with the Minister of Foreign Affairs a bond in 
the sum of $100 that he will engage only in domestic service or 
in agricultural labor, and that he will leave the Republic within 
two years. 

The deposits with the Board of Immigration, under the pro- 
visions of Act #74, of $1.50 a month for each Chinese immigrant, 
which are placed in the Postal Savings Bank, now amount to $ 
in the names of Depositors. 

To keep this large number of accounts requires additional 
clerical help, and the large amount deposited, on which the 
Postal Government is obliged to pay interest, cannot be used to 
advantage by the Government, as they are obliged to pay it back 
to the immigrants when under the law they are obliged to leave 
the country, consequently the Government cannot put the money 
out in permanent investments. The Executive therefore pro- 
Poses to repeal the above provision in the law, and provide for 
the introduction of Chinese as agricultural laborers under a 


Suitable bond. 
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After consulting with the Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
your committee recommend that Bill #32 be laid on the table. 
And we further recommend that Bill #40 be amended as here- 
with introduced, so as to cover the amendment proposed in Bill 
#32, and certain other amendments which we recommend,

REPORT. 
Under suspension of the rules Senator Lyman from the Special 
Committee on the Hilo Railway Bill submitted the following re- 


port and substitute bill: 
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"Your Special Committee to whom was referred Senate Bill 
42, being "An Act granting a franchise to construct, maintain 
and operate an electric or Stenn railway on the island of Ha~- 
waii," have carefully considered the same, and beg to report 
as follows: 

The bill as presented provides for a street railway system 
in the town of Hilo and also for railway lines through the Dis- 
tricts of Hilo and Hamakua, and in the Districts of Puna and Kau. 

The petitions presented against the bill object to a rail- 
road being located in the streets and roads in their present 
narrow state. An Act to provide for widening and extending 
the streets in the town of Hilo to the average width of fifty 
feet was passed by the Legislature in 1896, so that a provision 
that no railway track shall be located in any street that is 
less than fifty feet will cover that objection in the town of 
Hilo, 

As to the country districts the bill provides that none of 
the present roads or highways shall be used by the railroad, 
but the company must construct its own roads in such locations 
as may be approved by the Minister of the Interior. 

The general Railway Act of 1878 fully provides for the con- 
Struction of railways in the country districts, so your committee 
think it is better not to include that in this franchise, but 


to confine the franchise to the street railway for the town of 
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Hilo, and leave the rest to be carried out under said Act of 
1878, so have drawn a Substitute Bill accordingly, which is 
herewith submitted to the Senate for Action,

"Your Special Committee, to whom was referred House Bill 
36, entitled "An Act to repeal Section 3, Act 51 of the Jaws 
of 1896 relating to poll tax," beg leave to report that we have 
had the same under consideration, 
The object of the bill is to repeal the Poll Tax, which in

Your Committee are in sympathy with the bill and believe 
that the poll tax should be repealed as soon as possible, but 
we doubt the wisdom of doing so at this session of the Legis- 
lature, for the following reasons: 

Ist. The Appropriation Bills which were larger than usual 
when introduced in the Senate by the Executive, were increased 
by the Senate and have been swelled to such an extent by the 
House that it is a question where the money is coming from to 


meet the appropriations and properly run the Government. 
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2d. The Legislature is taking steps for reorganizing and 
readjusting the tax system of the country, so as to place the 
purden of taxation more on those who are able to pay, but it 
will be impossible to get on to a firm taxation basis so that 
we will know where we stand till the next Session of the Legis- 
lature. 

We trust that this will be accomplished by that time and 
that the poll tax will then be repealed, 

As the matter now appears to us, it seems to be unwise, to 
use a common simile, to let go one hand till we get hold with 
the other. We therefore recommend that the bill be laid on

REPORT, 
Senator Baldwin submitted the following minority report: 
"Your Special Committee, to whom was referred Substitute 

for Senate Bill #26 (by House Finance Committee) entitled "An 
Act to amend Section 17 and to repeal Section 68 of Act 51 of the 
Session Laws of 1896 relating to internal taxes and approved 
June 3d, 18696," beg leave to report the bill, having given the 
same careful consideration. 

The object of this bill is to repeal that portion of the 
internal tax law that provides for assessing real and personal 
property, or several classes or kinds of real or personal pro- 
perty, combined in an enterprise for profit, as a whole on its 
aggregate vate. 

This provision in the Internal Tax Law is commonly known 
as "Schedule E”, a name given it from the nature of the assess- 
ment lists first sent to the corporations and companies holding 
property "combined in enterprises for profit.” These assess- 
ment papers were property lists to be filled out by tax payers 
with the cash value of the same, and had a heading at at the 


bottom entitled "Schedule E" under which heading was the request 
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that the tax payer fill in an amount additional to the actual 
cash value of the property to be assessed to make up the value 
of the enterprise for profit as a whole. 

Under this provision of the law important factors in getting 
at the value of the "enterprise for profit as a whole" are the 
market value of the stock of the corporation or company and the 
income of the same. 

Now the value of all stock placed on the market is very 
changeable and fluctuating according as it is manipulated by 
those who buy and sell it, and in the same way the income of 
our companies and corporations vary from year to year, so that a 
great deal depends on the judgment and opinions of the assessor 
in fixing valuations of property under the provisions of so- 
called "Schedule B." This method of valuation is not tangible, 
and cannot be positively fixed, hence the Assessors of the 
different islands differ very materially in the valuations 
they place on property. 

An examination of the taxes paid by all the plantations on 
the islands for the year 1897 shows that the different planta- 
tions have paid taxes, as reckoned per ton of sugar produced, 
all the way from 37 cts to $1.56 per ton. 

While, comparing plantations according to the tonnage pro- 
duced, for comparative purposes reckoning the taxes as so much 


per ton, is not the only factor to be taken into account--as 
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the amount of land on each plantation and the earning capacity 
of each should also be taken into account-~-still the above is 

a very good single method of comparing the respective value of 
different plantations. We append herewith a table showing the 
amount, taxes paid on certain plantations, reckoned per ton of 
sugar, averaged for two years. 

These plantations are classed nearly alike, so far as their 
earning capacity is concerned, and in their valuation, taking 
into account the difference in size. 

The planters object to the so-called "Schedule E” because 
of the unequal and consequently unfair taxation that exists 
under its provisions. They object to any tax law that is so 
indefinite in its terms that different assessors can place 
widely different valuations on the same property. This makes 
the law obnoxious. It has caused constant friction and suits 
against the assessor since it went into effect, and will con- 
tinue to be a source of irritation so long as it remains on the 
statutes. It is practically a species of income tax, although 
it is not a tax directly on the income. 

In our opinion, a simple property tax placed on the cash 
value of the same, and in addition an income tax is much more 
preferable and will cause much less friction than the present 
law, This places the tax on the actual market value of the 
property, and on actual income, and does not leave the making of 


Values to the capricious judgment of the assessor. 
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By repealing Schedule E we will not, in our opinion, materi- 
ally affect the taxes now received from corporations. The 
Minister of Finance's report shows that the gain in taxes from 
all corporations in 1897 over 1895, before Schedule E went into 
effect is $89,440. The presumption is that this is due to 
Schedule E. On examination we find that the assets of all the 
plantation corporations in 1895 was $15,574,668, while the assets 
of the same corporations in 1897 was $21,602,754, showing an 
increase in assets of about $6,000,000. The tax on this in- 
crease of property would, under a simple property tax, be 
$60,000. 

Then again, the change made in 1896 in the time for as- 
sessing property, from July 1st to yanuary lst, should increase 
very materially the assessments on sugar cane. Formerly cane 
was assessed July 1st, when it was half grown, now it is as- 
sessed January lst, when it is ripe and ready to be milled. In 
our opinion, this change should make a large increase in the 
tax receipts from plantations, which together with the $60,000 
tax on increase of assets mentioned above will fully make up 
the $89,440 claimed as the gain under so-called Schedule E., 

Thus it will be seen that to repeal Schedule HE will not 
lessen the tax receipts from the plantations. 

For reasons given above, we recommend the passage of the 
Act, and in this connection will state that we advocate the 


Income Tax Bill." 
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Senator Brown presented the majority report of the same 
committee on the same bill, as well as on House Bill 8 as fol- 
Lows: 

"The members of the Special Committee to whom was referred 
the Act relating to the Income Tax, as well as the Act to repeal 
the so-called Schedule E portion of the existing tax laws, and 
who sign and submit this report say, that they believe that an 
income tax in most countries is the surest and fairest method 
of collecting taxes, as by it the rich and poor both pay in 
proportion to their respective incomes, and it applies as well 
to non-residents as to residents; some question has been raised, 
however, whether or not it is the surest and fairest method of 
collecting taxes in this Republic on account of the cosmopolitan 
character of our residents and taxpayers and the numerous and 
different languages in which books of account are kept by the 
parties engaged in business and earning incomes, either as 
principals or employes. 

In the early part of the session of this Legislature, a res- 
olution was passed requesting the appointment of a committee 
by the President, whose duty was, between now and the meeting 
of the next session of the Legislature, to examine into our 
tax system and laws, and report back to the Legislature next 
to meet its findings, and to submit a system of taxation inclu- 
ding an income tax, or in other words to adjust our present sys- 
tem of taxation so as to include the levying and collecting of 


an income tax. It is the opinion of the members of the Special 
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Committee signing this report that under our present system of 
taxation, even after repealing the Schedule E part, that if the 
income tax béeconies a law, double taxation in numerous if not 

in all cases will result, and if such be the case under the des 
cisions of our Supreme Court the law causing it cannot be en- 
forced and becomes inoperative. 

We also believe the Act unconstitutional in some of its 
provisions and that it will not stand an attack upon it on 
constitutional grounds, and attacked it will be as long as no 
alteration has been made in our present system of taxation to 
meet the provisions of the income tax and avoid double taxation. 

We think that nothing will be lost by waiting for the re- 
port of the Commission to be appointed and everything gained. 
If the income tax had been introduced as a means of obtaining 
information and upon which the next Legislature could have 
drafted and enacted a law or system of taxation, that is if a 
purely nominal tax was to be levied, say one-fifth of one per 
cent, well and good, as we think in such a case no questions 
would have been raised or objections made to the enacting of a 
law of the kind now under consideraticn, nor any appeal made 
to the Courts to test its constitutionality. 

At the opening of the present session of the Legislature, 
the Government in the address to the Legislature said that it 
Was not the intention to present any legislation on taxation; 


and we think that the Commission hereinbefore referred to was 
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suggested by that address in order to have the matter ready should 
the Legislature of the Republic meet again. Since the opening 

of the session the Government has made the same assertion and is 
opposed to,any measures of the kind now under consideration, and 
as they are carrying on the executive part of the Government, 

we think some respect should be given to those views, 

Another argument against the altering and adding to our 
taxation system is that we are now in a position in which our 
future life as a nation will be decided one way or another; we 
shall either be annexed to the United States within a very short 
time or else left to paddle our own canoe; if annexed, our 
whole system of taxation will have to be remodeled to meet our 
new status, and if to paddle our own canoe our system of taxa- 
tion will also have to be remodeled and adjusted in order to 
pass an income tax that will stand the test as well as to pro- 
vide means for carrying on whatever form of government that may 
be adopted or given us by Powers superior to us in force, if we 
are not permitted to carry on our present form of government. 

Under these circumstances we think that nothing should be 
done by this Legislature tending to or favoring an income tax. 

The last income tax passed by this Legislature was thrown 
out by our Supreme Court; and this one, owing to existing tax 
laws and upon other grourds, if passed will undoubtedly follow 


the same fate. 


The so-called Schedule B portion of our present tax system, 
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when passed was thought to be and was in fact in the nature of 
an income tax, and it was hoped would materially increase the 
taxes, but it is said that taking everything into consideration 
it only caused an increase of some $15,000 or $17,000 in taxes, 
while the fact of an increase in actual value of the several 
plantations and the property belonging to and comprising them 
increased some $6,000,000 over the previous assessment was not 
known to or discovered by the Tax Assessor, or if discovered or 
known, was not taken advantage of. 

Schedule E we believe could have been made to work well 
and satisfactorily if properly understood and administered; the 
fault is not with the law, but in the manner of its being ad- 
ministered. 

Our tax laws provide for a Board of Equalization, whose 
duties under rules and regulations to be adopted and passed by 
them, is to equalize the levying of taxes all over the Republic. 
This Board, it is true, have met from time to time, but as they 
have no rules to govern them as required by law and under which 
they work, and do not seem to care about having any, nor do 
they seem ever to have equalized the taxes or adopted any rules 
or regulations having that for their object, the consequence is 
that as soon as the assessors return to their respective taxa- 
tion divisions every one acts on his own behalf and follows his 
own sweet will as to values for taxation purposes in his divi- 


Sion, and the consequence is that the taxpayer appeals and the 
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matter goes to the courts. 

Last year there were more appeals from thisreason than at 
any other time since taxation first became necessary as a means 
of revenue for an organized system of government. 

We think under all the circumstances of the case that House 
Substitute to Senate Bill 26 should pass. The answers piven 
by the Minister of Finance to questions propounded by a mémber 
of this committee, it is submitted, justify the comments made 
upon the Board of Equalization and their method of equalization 
(if they have any such method) as no rules were piven and it 
does not appear that any were ever made or promulgated. 

There is still another matter pertaining to the Income 
Act and which is a serious one, and if true is fatal; under the 
provisions of the Constitution. Article 64 of the Constitution 
provides that in order to become law every bill, except as 
otherwise provided by the Constitution shall pass three readings 
in each House, the final passage or reading to be by a majority 
vote of all the elective members to which such House is entitled, 
taken by ayes and noes, and such vote must be entered on its 
journal, 

On the third reading of the Income Tax bill in the House 
of Representatives after the debate had closed the ayes and noes 
were called by the Clerk of the House and the vote taken on that 
Calling of the ayes and noes stood six in favor of passing the 


bill and five against it; the bill thus receiving less than the 
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elective votes of the majority which was eight. 

We think that such being the fact, the Bill was killed 
under the provisions of the Constutution, and the House of Rep- 
resentatives had no further power or control over the Act, as on 
its final or third reading it failed to obtain eight votes, a 
majority of the elective members of the House. 

The next step taken was to reconsider the vote taken, and 
such reconsideration was not moved by the five voting against 
the bill, but the six who voted for the passage of the Act. 
Under parliamentary law as practiced in the United States the 
minority in this case became the majority and should have moved 
the reconsideration, as by the provisions of the Constitution 
requiring a majority of all the elective members, such majority 
not being obtained those voting in the negative became the 
majority. 

However that may be, it is submitted it has nothing to do 
with the one question, " Did the bill pass its third reading as 
provided by our Constitution?" The vote taken was reconsidered 
on motion of one of the six who voted for it, and was then post- 
poned to a futire day, and the vote again taken, being the 
second calling of the ayes and naes on the passage of the Act, 
and a fourth reading of the bill to all intents and purposes; 
at that time it received the necessary eight votes. 

With all due respect to the Speaker or whoever presided 


at that session and the Clerk of the House of Representatives 
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and to its members, we cannot but think that under the provisions 
of Section 64 of the Constitution, the certificate attached to 
the Act that it passed its third reading in the House on such a 
day is not warranted and is not, in fact, a certificate that 
should be attached in face of the facts as stated. 

We think that after the first vote by ayes and noes was 
taken on third reading and when the Act failed to receive the 
eight votes necessary to make it law, the Act was killed, not by 
any rule or law of the House or of general parliamentary law, but 
by the provisions of the fundamental law of the land; and if the 
provisions of that law in the passing of acts are not carried 
out, the Act does by force of such superior and governing power, 
and no parliamentary rules, practice or legerdemain can restore 
an Act failing so to receive on its third reading upon the 
calling of the ayes and noes the majority vote of all the elec- 
tive members thereof. 

We are therefore further of the opinion that the Act is not 
properly before the Senate, never having passed the House as pro- 
vided by the Constitution, and the Senate should not for that 
reason consider it, and much more pass it. 

We sincerely believe that upon the foregoing statement of 
facts that the Courts would be justified and in all probability 
would throw the bill out upon the ground that it had not passed 
the Legislature of this Republic as provided by the Constitu- 


tion. A provision of this kind either in a law or in the funda- 
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mental law of the land are estimated most strictly. 
From the foregoing and for many other and further reasons 
which may be given upon debate, we recommend that House Bill 


#8 be laid on the table." 


Senator Baldwin presented the minority report of the same 
committee on House Bill 8, as follows: 

"Your Special Committee, to whom was referred House Bill #8 
entitled "An Act to provide revenue for the Government by the 
imposition of a tax on incomes, and to repeal Act 65 of the 
Session Laws of 1896 relating thereto?" beg leave to report 
said Act. 

This bill provides for a tax on annual incomes, with certain 
exceptions, in excess of $1500. 

An income tax based on the net earnings of an individual 
company or corporation is a fair and just tax, as all who earn 
a substantial income can afford to pay taxes according to their 
earnings. 

This tax is imposed in England, Australia, New Zealand, 
some States of the United States, Germany, Japan and other 
countries, and the proposition is that little Hawaii should now 
take its stand among the progressive nations of the world on 
the subject of taxation. It is contended that while it is a 
Just method of taxation, it is a very unpopular method. We 


would reply that it cannot be more unpopular or cause more fric- 
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tion between the tax payer and the assessor than the provision 
now in our law for taxing "property combined in an enterprise 
for profit." 

Certain conditions exist here that make it desirable to im- 
pose an income tax. For instance, a large amount of the earn- 
ings made in this country out of sugar, and in other lines of 
business, are sent out of the country and invested abroad, in- 
stead of being invested in this country, as they would be if 
earned in the United States or in other large countries. Part 
of the above mentioned earnings are sent to those who live 
abroad. All moneys earned from the products of our soil and in 
other ways that are carried abroad now escape taxation here, 
and a tax on incomes would seem to be the only method of obtain- 
a tax on such moneys. 

Moreover, nearly all our products are sent abroad to for- 
eign markets, and it usually happens that when assessment day 
comes around each year the largest part of our annual products 
and the money in settlement for the same are out of the country 
and cannot be reached by the Assessor. 

A tax on the annual income of individuals, companies and 
corporations would seem to be, in an indirect way, the best 
method of obtaining a tax out of our products thus sent abroad. 

A great many professional men here who only pay the annual 
tax of $5. toward the support of the Government are earning good 


and substantial incomes. It is but just and fair that they 
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should pay a tax on these incomes. 

In regard to the legality of the Act we would say that the 
objections raised to the constitutionality of the income tax 
law of last session in the "income tax" cases decided by the 
Supreme Court last August may be classified under two general 
heads. 

First, those that went to the validity of the whole law, of 
which there were two, namely, the right of the Legislature to 
allow an exemption of $2,000 to persons whose incomes did not 
exceed $4,000, while on incomes over $4,000 there was no exemp- 
tion; and then the question of double taxation. 

Second, those points that were directed at specific provi- 
sions in the law, such as the taxation of the salaries of the 
President and Judges, and the infliction of penalties for refus- 
ing to make returns to the Assessor, and for the rendering of 
false returns. For example, if the court should hold that the 
President's salary cannot sonata taploneiy be subjected to an 
income tax it would not result in the whole law being declared 
void, but simply so far as it applied to the President's salary, 
and the law would then be enforced as though the President's 
Salary had been expressly exempted in the Act. 

In its decision in the "income tax" cases, the Supreme 
Court considered only the principal and strongest objection 
Which the appellants had to the Act of 1896, and by a bare ma- 


jority of the judges declared the law to be in conflict with the 
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Constitution on account of the $2000 exemption provision. 

That objection has been met in the bill now under consider- 
ation by providing an uniform exemption to every taxpayer, 
which the Court in its decision, intimated would not be objection- 
able. 

It has been claimed that atax upon the income derived from 
property which is taxed under the general tax law is double taxa- 
tion, and therefore unconstitutional and void. But a careful 
consideration of the point will reveal the fact that real or per- 
sonal property is one thing, and the income derived from it 
another. Rent is perfectly distinct from the land for the use 
of whieh it is paid, so are dividends entirely separate and dis- 
tinct from the shares upon which they are paid. 

It is true that Income earned and remaining unexpended is 
taxed as cash on hand under the property tax law, and again as 
"income" under this bill, but this is only an incidental over- 
lapping of the two tax acts which is unavoidable. It is, how- 
ever, no discrimination for it applies to all such cases alike. 
It is perfectly legitimate to tax property which has been pur- 
chased out of net income under the property tax law notwithstand- 
ing the income was taxed as such under an income tax law. This 
is not double taxation in any objectionable sense, any more than 
it is double taxation to charge a license fee for selling goods 


that have been taxed at the custom house in the way of duties. 
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It would hardly be seriously contended that it is double taxation 
to tax property under the property tax law which has been in- 
herited and taxed as an inheritance under the inheritance tax 

law of 1892, Yet, if carefully examined, it will be found that 
the same principle is involved, 

But it is not necessary to further discuss whether the law 
imposes double taxation, because there is nothing in our Consti- 
tution prohibiting double taxation. Double eeeation is not ob- 
jectionable from a constitutional standpoint, so long as it is 
proportional and does not amount to class legislation. 

The rule laid down by our Court is that no statute will be 
so construed as to impose double taxation unless that was the 
clear intention of the Legislature. It has never held that 
double taxation would violate any: provision of the Constitu- 
tion, ® 

Judge Cooley, in his work on Taxation says, "Property it is 
Said in one case, is liable in many cases to be taxed twice, when 
it would appear difficult or unsafe to make provision by law to 
prevent it. Thus, stock in trade may be taxed to the owner, 
While he may be indebted for it to many persons who may be taxed 
for those debts or the money loaned to purchase it. Real estate 
may be taxed to a mortgagor in possession, while the mortgagee 
is taxed for the money secured by the mortgage. So imperfect 


are all human institutions that perfect equality in the imposi- 
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tion of burdens is not to be expected. These provisions for 
valuation are not considered to be in conflict with the general 
purpose to have all property subjected to taxation once, and 

only once at the same time, The power to tax twice, it is said 
in another case, is as ample as to tax once. We make out, 
therefore, no conclusive case against a tax when we show that it 
reaches twice the same property for the same purpose." 

It is laid down in the American and English Encyclopedia of 
law that "In the absence of constitutional restriction incomes 
may be taxed even though derived from property which is also 
taxed or from which a license tax is imposed." 

The only two objections that went to the validity of the 
whole Income tax law passed last session have thus been disposed 
of, one by amendment to the law, and the other by reason and un- 
impeachable judicial precedent and authority. 

Tt is not necessary to comment at length upon the lesser ob- 
jections, The validity of the tax upon the salaries of cer- 
tain officers of the Government can be assailed only by those of- 
ficers themselves. Our Supreme Court has decided that it will 
not "Listen to an objection made to the constitutionality of an 
act by a party whose rights it does not affect and who has there- 
fore no interest in defeating it." As stated above, if the 
Court should be of the opinion that certain salaries are not 
taxable it would simply say that the law was not intended to ap- 


ply to them. The rule of law applicable is thus stated by a 
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learned author, "All cases to which a statute cannot constitu- 
tionally apply will be excepted by necessary implication, how- 
ever absolute and express the provision may be." 

The objections raised to the provisions of the bill in re- 
gard to the imposition of penalties for the refusal to make re- 
turns, and for rendering false returns, and for the examination 
of the taxpayer are frivolous, These provisions are on a par 
with those found in nearly every tax law, and are not unusually 
severe, We quote the following paragraph of the Encyclopedia 
above referred to, "Penalties are frequently imposed for the 
non-payment of taxes or as the punishment for fraud or evasion, 
and where due notice and opportunity to be heard or to pay have 
been given the taxpayer, the imposition of the penalty is not 
unconstitutional." 

It will be noticed that the bill provides ample opportunity 
for hearings and the right of appeal. 

Your Committee recommend the passage of the bill as it comes 
from the House, with the following amendments: 

In Section 2, line 7, of the printed copy strike out "educa- 
tional” and in the same Section, line 13, strike out the word 


"educational" where it appears again."

"Your Judiciary Committee to whom was referred Senate Bill 


#50 beg leave to say, that after a careful consideration of the 
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measure, believe that its passage which they herewith recommend 
would re-imburse the Government in the purchase of books, and 
re-copying of the records in them in the office of the Registrar 
of Conveyances, due only from the free handling of these volumes 
by irresponsible searchers who can well afford to pay a reason- 
able fee porangi information.

Senator Holstein also presented the following report: 
"The Judiciary Committee to whom was referred House Con- 


current Resolution #4 in relation to the pardoning of those 


persons who were engaged in the insurrection of 1895, and have 
not yet been pardoned, beg leave to report: 

That the pardoning power under the Constitution is vested 
in the Bxecutive and Council of State, and from information ob- 
tained by this committee, it has been the practice of the Exec- 
utive to recommend for pardon all such persons who have acknow- 
ledged the existing form of Government by taking the oath of 
allegiance, and asked for clemency. 

‘Of those who took part in the insurrection of 1895, the 
remainder, some 160 in number, have not as yet shown that they 
acknowledged the existing Government, nor have they taken the 
oath of allegiance. As a general rule, those who seek or ask 
favors or wish to be restored to civil rights, do so by petition, 
and all of the number who are now under parole and sentence can, 
for the asking and upon acknowledgment of the present form of 
Government, obtain a full and free pardon from the authorities 
having the power of granting such pardon under the Constitution. 

As the resolution is a mere expression of opinion, and the 
remedy, for those who are to be benefited in the receiving of a 
pardon, is in their own hands, and can be obtained for the asking, 
we recommend that the resolution pass.

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REPORTS. 

Under suspension of the rules Senator Brown from the Special 
Committee on the Opium Bills reported verbally on House Bill 60, 
relating to fines for offenses against the opium laws, returning 
the same back to the Senate without recommendation or further 


report. 


Senator Brown presented the following report: 

"Your Special Committee to whom was referred House Bill 
55, being an Act to authorize and provide for the construction, 
etc., of a street railway or railways in streets and roads on the 
Island of Oahu, beg leave to report, that they have had the same 
under consideration, and report as follows: 

"While recognizing the desirability and convenience to the 
residents of the Island of Oahu, and especially those dwelling 
in the district of Kona, of a line or system of street railroad 
that will furnish better facilities than that existing and fur- 
nished by the line now in operation; yet this committec also 
recognizes that that line has rights and privileges granted to 
it by the Legislature of 1884 which this Legislature, we think, 
should recognize, respect and protect so far as we are able, and 
not grant rights and privileges to a proposed company which 
will cause endless litigation and perhaps an interference with 


vested rights. 


The above are some of the reasons, and are some of the 
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grounds upon which this committee has recommended the changes 
in the bill referred and which are now submitted to the Senate 
for consideration. 

Your committee are also of the opinion that the right to 
condemn any and all public or private property under the doctrine 
of eminent domain should not be delegated by the Legislature 
to any private corporation or an association of persons who have 
for their object an enterprise for profit or gain solely; and 
following out this policy your committee recommends that Section 
20 be amended so that it reads as follows: 

"Section 20. Whenever it shall be necessary that private 
property should be taken by said Association and others for rights 
of way through the places or property specifically named in this 
Act, and the same cannot be acquired by purchase, for a reason- 
able or fair compensation, the said Association and others are 
hereby authorized and empowered to take such places or property 
to the extent only of the actual amount necessary for the said 
rights of way, in the manner hereinbefore provided." 

We recommend striking out Section 21, such being necessary af 
ter the amendment to Section 20 above set forth. 

In Section 22 we recommend striking out the words "Govern- 
ment or other,” and in Section 23 the words "The Minister of the 
Interior shall represent the Government." 


These amendments are necessary in order that the Act com- 
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ply with the amendments proposed to Section 20, In Section 26 
lines 3 and 4, strike out the words "and to assess betterments" 
and Section 30 we recommend read as follows: 

"Section 30. In fixing the compensation or damages to be 
paid for the condemnation of the rights of way through the places 
or property specifically named in this Act, the value of the 
property sought to be condemned and all improvements thereon 
shall be separately assessed. If the part taken shall be only 
a portion of the tract valued as a unit, then the damages shall 

be a proportionate part of such whole subject to special dama- 
ges for loss of any particular easements or appurtenances, or 
if the part taken shall destroy the value of the tract as a unit." 

These amendments are recommended upon the ground that this 
committee does not approve of applying the doctrine of better- 
ments to matters of this kind. 

The proposed company has authority under Section 15 to ac- 
quire either by purchase or lease any real or personal property 
as well as the rights, privileges and franchise of any other 
railway or of any other light or power company; and if they can- 
not obtain these by purchase or lease, we think that they should 
not have the power to do so under the doctrine of eminent do~- 
main as proposed to be granted by the Bill now under considera- 
tion. We do not consider that the Legislature should in any 


manner grant or attempt to grant any rights or privileges that 
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might be used as a lever to force a compromise or sale of an 
existing franchise that has property, rights and privileges grant- 
ed by a former Legislature, or that might or would cause liti- 
gation to determine what was granted or could be granted by the 
Legislature, and by Section 20 it has the right of condemning 
rights of way which we think ample under the circumstances. 

Sub-divisions 11 and 12 of Section 2, this committee rec- 
ommend be stricken out, as the proposed company in the previous 
sub-divisions of that section has had granted to it the right to 
go on all the streets in those sub-divisions named. These two 
sections also give the company the right to go to any other 
point or place on the Island of Oahu as the association may choose 
with the Executive Council's consent and approval; and this in 
the face of an exclusive franchise already granted and held by 
the 0. R. & D. Company. 

We recommend that sub-division 13 of Section 2 be amended 
by striking out the words "or place in said Island of Oahu" on 
line 107 and inserting in their place the words "in said Hono- 
lulu", and by inserting the word "or" between the words "street 
road." This Section gives the majority of owners of property 
on any street or road the right to petition said association and 
others to lay a railroad in such street or road and upon obtain- 
ing the Executive Council's approval, the same may be done. 

We recommend that the lst and 2nd sub-divisions of Section 


2 be amended so that they shall read as follows: 
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"list. Beginning at the corner of Wyllie and Nuuanu streets 
and running along said Wyllie street to Liliha street, thence 
along Liliha street to King street, thence along King street to 
such point upon or near the Nuuanu stream whence by a direct or 
nearly direct line Hotel street may be entered, with the right 
to bridge said stream for said purpose, and to cross the inter- 
vening portion of the block adjoining the stream on the north; 
thence along Hotel street, Palace Walk, Printer's lane, or such 
street as may replace said Printer's lane and be extended to the 
end of Young street on Alapai street, with the right to cross 
the intervening premises between the present terminus of Print’ 
er's lane to said point on Alapai street, if such street be not 
at that time extended; along Young street to Kapiolani street 
and through Kapiolani street to either Beretania or King streets; 
along Beretania or King streets to Victoria street; and on Vic- 
toria street to Young street; and thence along Young street to 
the southeast end of said Young street; thence to King street 
crossing the intervening premises; thence along King street and 
the unopened extension thereof to the road from Beretania street 
to Moiliilii; thence along said road towards Waialae and Palolo 
to the Park or Kapahulu road, and thence along said road to 
Kapiolani Park; thence around and outside of said Park on the 
Ewa side thereof to a road leading into the Kekio tract adjoin- 
ing Kapiolani Park; thence along said road and through the said 


tract crossing Hamohamo stream and crossing the intervening ter- 
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ritory to the Apuakehau stream; thence down said stream to the 
bridge on Waikiki road crossing the same and turning to the left 
at a convenient point crossing the intervening property and con- 
necting with the Kalia road; thence along the said Kalia road 

to the Beach road; or after crossing said bridge in place of 
turning to the left along Waikiki road to the so-called Bishop 
switch; thence down the road leading southwest to Kalia road, then 
ce along said Kalia road to the Beach road at the Piinaio stream; 
thence along said Beach road to a point near Sheridan street 

upon a line with Queen street extension; thence to said Queen . 
street and along the same to River street; thence along said 
River street to Hotel street. 

Provided, however, that the said association and other's in 
using the Young street route, may upon first obtaining the Ex- 
ecutive Council's consent in writing, go through Thomas Square in 
place of using the route hereinbefore set forth which excludes 
Thomas Square from being operated as apart or portion of the 
Young street route. 

wend. Also beginning at the corner of Fort and Queen 
streets and running thence along Fort street to the wharf; thence 
along the waterfront to Alakea street; thence along Alakea street 
to the street makai of the Market, thence along the southern side 
of the Market to Richard street; thence along Richard street to 
Beretania street, thence along Beretania street to Emma Street, 


thence along Emma street to Punchbowl street at the junction with 
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School street; thence along Punchbowl street to the Pauoa road; 
thence along said road to a point whence by crossing the inter- 
vening premises, the right to do which is conferred, connection 
can be made with the southeasterly end of Judd street at Nuuanv 
stream and crossing the same by a bridge; thence along said 
Judd street to Nuuanu street; thence along Nuuanu street and 
Nuuanu Valley road to the Pali." 

We also recommend that sub-division 4 be amended so that 
it shall read as follows: 

"4th. Beginning at the corner of Hotel and Bethel streets, 
thence along Bethel street to King street, thence along King 
street to Fort street, thence down Fort street to Merchant 
street; thence along Merchant street to Richard street (with a 
spur to or near the yawaiian Opera House) thence along said 
Richard street to the water front with the right to connect 
with the Richard street line on the waterfront and on Allen or 
Halekauwila street." 

The object of this amendment is to prevent a line of street 
cars running on that portion of Merchant street lying between 
Fort street and the Postoffice; the street between those points 
being too narrow for that purpose, and the traffic and use of 
said street by carriages and others would be seriously inter- 
fered with on that account. 

This committee also recommendethat at the end of Section 2 


the following amendment be inserted which in itself is explana- 
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tory, and needs no comment from this committee, other than this, 
and that is the public have some rights which even a Legislature 
is bound to respect: 

"Provided/ however, that if any of the streets or roads 
named in this section shall be less than fifty feet in width 
and while so remaining lesss than said fifty feet in width, no 
line of railway shall he located or laid on any of said streets 
so long as the same are less than fifty feet in width, 

Provided, however, that the foregoing exception shall not 
apply in case such street or road being less than fifty feet in 
width shall be used as a means of connecting two lines of track 
owned by said asociation and others, in which case said street 
or road so to be used in connecting with said lines of track 
shall not be used for a greater distance than 1500 feet on such 
street less than fifty feet in width." 

We also recommend that in the 4th sub-division of section 
4, line 23, and after the word "Government" the words “or any 
person or corporation" be inserted, the object being to give 
any person or corporation a remedy and protection as well as the 
Government. 

In the 7th sub-division of the same section wherever the 
words "three" and "five" appear, we recommend the insertion of 
"two" and "four" in their respective places, thus compelling the 
equipment of the line ready for the transportation of passengers 


for at least ten miles of its line in two years, and the remain- 
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der of its line equipped and ready for the transportation of 
passengers within four years from the time of its commencement 
of work. As this committee has recommended that sub-divisions 
1l and 12 be stricken out, we also recommend that on line 44 of 
this subdivision, after the word "period" the balance of that 
line be stricken out as well as lines 46 and 47, and inserting 
at the commencement of line 48 the word "provided." 

We also recommend that the bond in this sub-division pro- 
vided for be Five Thousand Dollars instead of Twenty-five Hun- 
dred. In sub-division 9, on line 60, we recommend the words 
"as near as may be” be stricken out; and on line 63 the words 
"such state of" and the word "good" inserted in their place. 
And on line 64 strike out the words "as shall" at the beginning 
of the line, and insert in their place the words "such repair 
when made to." 

In Section 6 we recommend that sub-divisions 2 and 3 be 
stricken out, for the reason heretofore given relating to the 
granting of privileges which may be the cause of endless liti- 
gation and the interference and disposal of property and rights 
which do not belong to the public and over which this Legisla- 
ture has no disposing power. 

We also recommend that Section 7 be stricken out, one of 
the reasons being that the Legislature has already granted the 


right to lay tracks upon the streets named in this Act and the 
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retention of this section would practically hand over all remain- 
ing streets and delegate to the association and others power in 
this particular equal to that of the Legislature, which this com- 
mittee does not approve of, and possibly a greater power than 

the Executive now has. 

In Section 9, line 3, we recommend that the word "honolulu" 
be stricken out and the word "Kona" inserted in its place. 

We also recommend that on line 16 after the word "Hawaii" 
the words "or any other person" be inserted. The object of 
which amendment is that the Attorney-General will not be the 
only person who may recover for the benefit of the public the 
penalty provided for non-observance of the rates of speed, 

In Section 15, line 2, your committee recommends that the 
words "or other acquisition" be. stricken out. These simple 
words being capable of being construed as conferring upon this 
company the right to have public or private property condemned 
for their purposes under the doctrine of eminent domain, a 
doctrine this committee does not approve of. 

The 4rd sub-division of Section 18 we recommend be stricken 
out and the following substituted in its place: 

ord. A sinking fund may be created for the redemption of 
any bonds which may be issued or other record debt and the capi- 
tal upon the expiration of the franchise. Provided, however, 


the amount placed to the credit of sugh sinking fund annually 
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shall no exceed in amount such a sum with interest computed at 
5 Z per annum, compounded, as will, principal and interest com- 
bined, at maturity equal the par value of the bonds, record and 
capital debt aforesaid." 

In sub-division 3 of Section 31 on line 26 we recommend that 
the words "Minister of the Interior" be stricken out and the 
words “Executive Council" inserted in their place. 

In order to give the government a controlling hand and an 
effectual power to enforce all the provisions either of commis- 
sion or omission by the association, your committee has drafted 
a new Section which they recommend be inserted, which new Section 
gives the Government the right to institute proceedings which 
will end in a forfeiture of the rights and privileges granted 
under this Act, and which new Section reads as follows: 

Section..,,.Whenever the said association and others or any 
corporation which may have been duly organized under the laws 
of this Republic for the purpose of constructing, operating and 
maintaining the lines of railway mentioned in this Act, and as 
by this Act provided, refuses to or fails to do or perform or 
carry out or comply with any Act, matter or thing requisite or 
required to be done under the provisions of this Act and shall 
continue so to refuse or fail to do or perform or carry out or 
comply therewith, after due notice by the Minister of the Inte- 


rior to comply therewith, the Minister of the Interior shall

with the consent of the Executive Council, cause proceedings to 
be instituted before the proper tribunal to have the franchise 
granted by this Act and all rights and privileges granted here- 
under, forfeited and declared null and void." 

With these recommendations and amendments we are in favor 


of the Act becoming law."

Your Committee, while submitting this report, wishes to re- 
mind the Senate that in a great many instances it was our duty 
to insist upon larger appropriations than the House of Represen- 
tatives had passed and also a large number of items were merely 
referred to us for investigation. So it was not possible for 
us to make any material reduction in the total amount of the bill. 


The House of Representatives has increased the bill by the 
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amendments referred to us by $28730. Of this amount there are 
entirely new appropriations for forestry and new bills passed by 
the Senate $12,460, and an increase for firemen in new station 
$6600, together $19,060, so the increase on former salaries 
amounts to $8650. 

Your Committee succeded in obtaining a decrease of $6660, 
which is nearly offset by the higher appropriations of the Senate, 
for which we were obliged to stand up, viz: $5620. 

We submit herewith a list of the amendments to Senate Bill 
#5 as agreed upon by the Joint Conference Committee and duly 
signed by all the members thereof.

JOINT RESOLUTION. 
Senator McCandless introduced the following Joint Resolu- 


tion: 
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WHEREAS heretofore under the monarchy the Government con- 
ducted a museum of curiosities and eventually terminated the 
conduct thereof and loaned the curiosities remaining in such 
museum to the trustees of the Bernice Pauahi Bishop Museum for 
exhibition therein; and 

WHEREAS, subsequent to the abrogation of the monarchy the 
Government has loaned to the trustees of the Bernice Pauahi 
Bishop museum for exhibition several articles of antiquarian 
and historic interest, to wit: Cocoanut drum, four fish hooks, 
wooden bowl inlaid with human teeth, malo, two feather capes, 
feather helmet and feather lei; and 

WHEREAS, the Minister of the Interior is in possession of 
a number of articles of historic interest, sometimes referred to 
as relics of royalty, many of which are of destructible material 
and liable to injury for want of a suitable place for the care 
thereof, and 

WHEREAS, the trustees of the Bernice Pauahi Bishop museum 
desire to procure such of said articles as are valuable foer ex- 
hibition and exchange, 

BE IT RESOLVED, by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the Republic of Hawail, 

That the Minister of the Interior is hereby authorized to 
transfer the ownership of all of the said articles heretofore 
loaned to the said trustees as aforesaid to such trustees abso- 


lutely for the purposes of the said Bernice Pauahi Bishop museum 
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and without pecuniary consideration. 

And the said Minister is hereby further authorized with the 
approval of the Executive Council to transfer to the said trus- 
tees absolutely any of the said articles in his possession as 
relics of royalty, which may be desired by them for the purposes 


of the said museum and without pecuniary consideration. 


On motion the words "and exchange" at the end of the fourth 


paragraph were stricken out. 


The resolution was then adopted as amended. 


House Bill 55, rapid transit Act, was then taken up, with 


the report of the committee,

advisable to create any more ports of entry, until the importing 
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or smuggling of opium has been made impossible or unremunerative 
by law. 

There is no trouble for any vessel to enter in the Custom 
House of Lahaina, Kahului or any port they choose. 

The appropriation bills have passed and it is too late to 
create new offices for a new port. 

The landing at Palaau is not of the best according to all 
reports and may require another appropriation for new wharves 
and landings. 

As annexation is expected soon, there is no need for any 
more new ports, as all ports will be free by U. S. laws, as we 
understand, 

On the other side there is quite a number of harbors on the 
Hamakua coast of Hawaii and elsewhere which would be considered 
to be entitled to the same privileges, if we once open the door 
for all who want to come in. 

Besides there are special features about this port which 
are not in favor of the bill. 

I do not believe in creating as much competition as possi- 
ble with the Honolulu Iron Works, the Inter-Island Steamship 
Co. and other Hawaiian institutions. In other countries they 
believe in protection and so does the undersigned. 

The new plantation for which these sacrifices are to be 
made is mostly owned by foreigners living abroad. I appreci- 


ate the investment of foreign capital here, as long as it is 
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really a benefit to home industries, but when it is the inten- 
tion of creating an independent concern, which will do all of 
its business direct with other countries, I see no reason why 
the Senate should specially favor such a corporation to the 
detriment of other business concerns and residents. I believe 
to leave some work to the next Session of the Legislature and 
therefore recommend that the bill be laid on the table,

ONE HUNDRED AND TWENTIETH DAY. 


Senate Chamber,

The Senate met at 10 A. M. President Wilder in the chair. 


Prayer by Vice-President Kauhane. 


Roll call; absent Senators Waterhouse and Northrup. 


Minutes of July 6th were read and approved. 


REPORTS. 

Senator Schmidt from the Finance Committee presented the 
experts! reports on the offices of the Board of Health, Public 
Works, Postoffice and Water Works, and on motion the clerk was 
instructed to forward them to the Ministers of the several de- 


partments. 


Senator Lyman from the Committee on Passed Bills reported 


that House Bill 72, barbed wire fences, had been presented to 


the President at 11:30 A.M. July 6th. 
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Senator Schmidt from the Committee on Accounts reported that 
the Committee had audited July bills to date against the Senate 
to the amount of $176.35 and on motion the clerk was instructed 


to draw the necessary warrants therefor. 


Senator Schmidt then presented from the same committee a 
report of the expenses and disbursements of the present session 


of the Legislature, which was ordered placed on file. 


Senator Schmidt from the Finance Committee also made a re- 
port on the payment of the expenses of the Extra Session of the 
Senate in 1897, amounting to $286.50, which was ordered placed 
on file. 


Minister Cooper for the Minister of the Interior reported 
that the President had signed the following Acts: 

Act 56, jurisdiction of Circuit Courts. 

Act 57, milk licenses, etc. 

Act 58, appropriations from Current account. 

Act 59, barbed wiru fences. 

Act 60, salaries and pay rolls. 

Act 61, wine and beer licenses, 

Act 62, eminent domain. 

Joint Resolution authorizing transfer of curiosities to 


Bishop Museum, 
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In conjunction with Act 58, a message was presented from 


the President, as follows: 


To the Legislature of the Republic of Hawaii: 

I am unable to approve of the foallowing items under the 
sub~heading "Postal Bureau" in Senate Bill 4 to wit: "Mail 
Subsidy, Wilder's S. S. Co. $3000. Mail Subsidy Inter-Island 
Steam Navigation Co. $3000."and hereby veto the same. 

My objections to each of these two items are the same, and 
are as follows: I deem it to be against public policy for the 
Government to subsidize steamship lines or any private enter- 
prises except through explicit contracts which condition the 
subsidy upon definite public services to be performed by the 
party receiving the same. 

Hitherto, Hawaiian Coasting vessels have been required to 
carry mails free of charge as a condition of their coasting 
licenses. If the time has come when this service should be paid 
for by the Government, in regard to which I do nor express any 
opinion in this connection, it should be done by legislation 
amending the present law, and requiring the execution of proper 
contracts providing for satisfactory delivery of the mails as 
to regularity and frequency and in other ways guarding the in- 
terests of the public. 

Another and serious objection to these two items is that 


the appropriation bill thereby amends an existing law without 
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referring in its title to the law amended or to the subject 
matter involved.

Senator McCandless moved that a vote of thanks be tendered 
to President Wilder for the efficient and impartial manner in 


which he had discharged the duties of his office. Carried.
